6. Claims 1 -40 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reason 
for allowance of claims 28-37, 40 was discussed in previous office action. Respect to 
claims 1-27, 38-39 the cited prior art fail to disclose either one of the following limitations 
in conjunction with all other limitation in the claim: wet etching the InP convex structure 
using an anisotropic etchant including hydrochloric acid and acetic acid; or anisotropic 
etching a surface of the third semiconductor layer made of InP by etchant including 
hydrochloric acid and acetic acid. The prior art Tsukiji et al. (US 5,441,912) teaches to 
etch InP layer using isotropic etchant.
